WASHINGTON <AP) - Id 
the Ford case, the Nixon ad­ 
ministration finds itself sadden, 
ly, trapped inamodern di­ 
lemma: How'to protect the en­ 
vironment while encouraging a 
growing 
economy 
providing 
more jobs? 


The situation may- force a dif­ 
ficult administration decision 
on whether Ford must delay 
production for two to four 
months this year because of 
mistakes made ; in testing en­ 
gines for air pollution. 


The Environmental Protec­ 
tion Agency announced Monday 
thfct Ford may have to delay 
production of 1973 models be- 
’ catise the EPA cannot certify 
the engines until the test are 
run again. 


If Ford must shut down for 
several months, officials said, 
the impact on the nation's econ­ 
omy would be «tensive and 
would come at a crucial time 
for President Nison’s? economic 
strategy. 


Potentially 185,000 Jobs are 
affected. If all these were 
thrown out of work, the unem­ 
ployment rate mtaht get worse,

DENVER,

United Presbyterians recom­ 
mended 
steppèd-up 
tactics 
Tuesday for resisting the Viet* 
nam war, including support for 
nonviolent acts of civil dis­ 
obedience. 


This backing of defiance was 
one of the hardest stands yet 
taken against the war by an en- 
tire, major denomination,and it 
aroüsed the keenest reserva- 
tion? at the church’s governing 
assembly. 


“The church has not yet ex- 
haused all remedies within the 
law,” said Frank Bowrbn, a 
Casper» Wyo., attorney who led 
opposition to the condoning of 
such acts ‘ as draft resistance 
and. refusing payment of cer- 
tain federal taxes. 


BOwron and some other dele­ 
gates voiced concern that the 
new‘ stand could deepen divi­ 
sions in the church and cause 
some; members to withhold con­ 
tributions. Others doubted any 


strains over the matter. 


Representatives of the 3.1- 
million-member 
denomination 
registered their all-out opposi- 
tion to the war, calling it wan­ 
tonly destructive and based on 
deception and abuse of presi­ 
dential powers. 


By a vote of 401 to 235, they 
approved the 2,000-word docu­ 
ment callingv for “immediate 
cessation” of all American air, 
naval and ground action, and 
“speedy withdrawal” of mili­ 
tary forces from the entire 
area, subject only to a pledge 
of release of U.S. prisoners. 


The church recommended a 
sequence of actions to try to 
get the war stopped, including: 


—“An escalation of 
con­ 
scientious moral protest and ef­ 
fective action,” including fas­ 
ting and “symbolic witness” in 
public places. 


—“Prayerful 
support” 
to 
those 
who 
undertake 
con- 
scientious, peaceful acts of civil 


disobedience “with a readiness 
to 
accept 
the 
legal 
con­ 
sequences,” authorizing church 
support for them. 


—Appeals to members of 
Congress to withdraw appro­ 
priations for American military 
operations “in, over or near the 
Indochina peninsula.” 
—Insistence 
that 
Congress 
immediately adopt legislation 
restricting presidential author* 
ity to commit U.S. military 
forces without Congress’ ex­ 
press consent. 


Should such steps fail, the de­ 
nomination further urged: 
—That Presbyterians exam­ 
ine records of legislators and 
positions of candidates, seekinjg 
election of those in both parties 
committed to ending the war, 
and contributing financially to 
their campaigns. 


—That the constitutionality of 
American involvement in In­ 
dochina be challenged through 
the courts.

The Pentagon in Washington

widening of bombing targets in 
the North. U.S.: planes “will be 
hitting some of the other tar­ 
gets such as power plants and 
some of the industrial facil­ 
ities” which support the ene­ 
my’s war effort, said Pentagon 
spokesman Jerry W. Fried- 
helm.; Previous strikes have 
concentrated on petroleum stor­ 
age depots and transportation 
facilities. 


Radio Hanoi claimed U.S. 
warplanes 
attacked in: five 


North 
Vietnamese 
provinces 
Tuesday and eight were shot 
down by “the local air defqnse 
and the people’s air force in. 
well coordinated actions.” 


The U.S. Command reported 
Navy and Air Force fighter- 
bombers flew more than 1,000 
strikes in the North between 
Sunday and Tuesday. 


The top North Vietnamese of­ 
ficial in Paris scoffed at U.S. 
efforts to cut off arms ship­ 
ments by mining port entrances 
and said the mines are being 
cleared. 


“We 
have 
a 
very 
long 
seacoast and the mining cannot 
prevent relations we are having 
with foreign countries,” said Le 
Due Tho, an envoy to the peace 
talks,, 


The outgoing commander of 
the U.S, 7th Fleet termed the 
mining “very effective,” how­ 
ever, and said no vessel has 
gone through the mine fields in 
any direction. 


Vice Adm. William P. Mack 
told newsmen Monday aboard 
the fleet flagship off Vietnam 
he knew of no attempts to 
sweep the mines.

In South Vietnam’s cental 


highlands, a South Vietnamese 
task force trying for the second 
time in three weeks to reopen 
Highway 14 linking Kontum and 
Pleiku ran into enemy opposi- 
tion. 


Most of the action in the 
three-day-old 
operation 
cen­ 
tered around the mountain of 
Chu Pao, about nine miles 
south of virtually surrounded 
Kontum. 


Despite ruthless pounding by 
allied air strikes, artillery and 
tanks, North Vietnamese troops 
hiding in mountainside tunnels 
continued to hit government 
troops with heavy fire. 


On }he southern front, field 
reports said North Vietnamese 
i n f a n t r y m e n and tanks 
smashed into the rubble that 
six weeks ago was An Loc, the 
provincial 
capital 
60 miles 
north of Saigon, and were en­ 
circled by South Vietnamese 
forces still entrenched in the 
battered town. 


A government relief column 
stalled within sight of the town 
also was reported under attack, 
and reports said Highway 13 re­ 
mained cut behind advance 
units of the relief force.

But it was un­ 
derstood Nixon and Brezhnev 
Had moved into these' areas in 
a two-hour session before the 
signing ceremonies and another 
meeting afterward.

NEW YORK (AP) - The Na­ 
tional PTA voted by a narrow 
margin Tuesday night to sup­ 
port busing to achieve school 
integration and defeated an an­ 
tibusing amendment, a spokes­ 
man for the National Parents, 
Teachers Association said.

Sen. George McGovern won 
the Rhode Island Democratic 
presidential primary Tuesday 
night, outdistancing Sen. Hu­ 
bert H. Humphrey in an elec­ 
tion that drew a skimpy turn­ 
out. McGovern bid in Oregon to 
make it 
a transcontinental 
double victory. 


The South Dakota senator 
hoped in those two contests to 
gain momentum for the pivotal 
California primary two weeks 
away. 


Humphrey made one brief 
campaign stop in Rhode Island, 
but put his emphasis and effort 
into California. 


With the Rhode Island victo­ 
ry, McGovern added 22 presi­ 
dential nominating votes to the 
national lead he already held. 


With 53 per cent of the Rhode 
Island precincts reporting, this 
was the situation: 


McGovern 7,202 or 44 per 
cent. 


Humphrey 3,607 or 22 per 


cent. 


Sen* Edmund S. MUskie of 
Maine 2,701 or 16 per cent 


Gov. George C. Wallace .of 
Alabama 2,504 or 15 per cent. 


Four other entries drew scat­ 
tered support. 


Wallace; partially paralyzed 
in an assassination attempt 
eight days ago, nonetheless 
showed up on Rhode Island 
television screens with a last- 
minute array of commercials 
taped before the shooting. » 


Muskie has dropped from the 
active primary campaign, but 
he paid a quick visit to Provi­ 
dence to remind Democrats 
that he is still a candidate if 
not a campaigner. 


McGovern won without a per­ 
sonal campaign, relying on his 
organization and his volunteers 
to turn out the votes thpt won. 


President Nixon swept to a 
towering victory in the Republi­ 
can primary over his stindard

End To Violence 


BELFAST (AP) - Irish Re­ 
publican Army sympathizers 
broke up a peace rally Tuesday 
night in Londonderry as de­ 
mands mounted for an end to 
the violence of the IRA guer­ 
rillas. 


In Belfast, a sniper killed a 
British soldier and a, big bomb 
blasted the city’s center, caus­ 
ing widespread destruction. The 
soldier, slain while patrolling a 
street, was the 335th person to 
die in 33 months of bloody tur­ 
moil in the British province. 


The meeting of 3,000 ex­ 
pressed overwhelming support 
for a truce proposal made by a 
Catholic priest, the Rev. Martin 
Rooney. 
It 
unanimously 
adopted 
a 
resolution 
con­ 
demning violence and calling 
for ah end to internment with­ 
out trial of suspected IRA 
members. 


The 
IRA 
sympathizers 
s h o u t e d 
down 
speakers. 
Scuffles broke out in the au­ 
dience, 
and 
the 
meeting 
stopped. 


The outlawed I|IA has con­ 
ducted a campaign of shooting 
and bombing aimed at forcing 
the British out of Protestant-

Ireland

Irish republic. 


The Belfast bomb explosion 
injured two persons, a civilian 
and a policeman. An estimated 
100 pounds of gelignite ex­ 
plosive was plwted in a deliv­ 


ery van parked in an archway 
only yards from City HaU. 


Shop fronts were blown in 
within a radius of 100 yards. 
The provincial tax office and 
the electric company’s office 
were wrecked. 


An anonymous caller, alerted 
the telephone company that the 
bomb was going off in 15 min­ 
utes. This gave police tim$ to 
clear the area. 


The blast climaxed a day of 
similar bomb explosions as the. 
IRA stepped up its campaign to 
oust the British from Ulster. . 


But in Londonderry, Rom^n 
Catholic women, a priest, civil 
rights leaders and thousands, of 
mourners at a funeral de­ 
manded an end to IRA vio­ 
lence.

Editorial Comment 


The 'Real' Nixon, A Remote Analysis 


Remember back during the 1964 
election campaign when 4 bunch of 
psychiatrists did a neat hatchet job 
on Barry Goldwater? 


The experts replied to a question­ 
naire sent out by one of that era’s 
shorter^lived and less respected maga­ 
zines, making it the most spectacular 
case of long-distance psychoanalysis 
since Sigmund Freud explained the hid­ 
den meaning of Leonardo Da Vinci’s 
babyhood dreams at four centuries re­ 
moved. 


It didn’t take a degree to know 
that Barry was close to the edge. Why, 
he advocated a massive infusion of 
U.S. troops into Vietnam, bombing^ de­ 
foliation. Fortunately, the American 
people rejected that nut and elected 
a man who did not suffer from such 
delusions of grandeur. 


Now, just In time for the 1972 
election, someone has performed a simi­ 
lar service in the case of one Richard 
M. Nixon. 


Bruce Mazlish, professor of history 
at Massachusetts Institute of Tech­ 
nology, with training in psychoanaly­ 
sis, has fbunded a new discipline he 
calls “psychohistory,” a fusion of psy­ 
choanalysis and history. First fruit of 
this fusion is his book, “In Search of 
Nixon,” subtitled “A Psychohistorical 
Inquiry.” 


While the history may he dubious, 
there is no doubt about the psycho part. 


“Nixon,” Mazlish informs us, “is 
a man tom between his mother’s dis­ 
like of warfare and his father’s sharp 
competitiveness: thus he is extremely 
ambivalent about his aggressive im­ 
pulses and tends to deal with them 


by projection onto others.” 


Right now, of course, he’s project­ 
ing onto the North Vietnamese, who 
were good enough to stage an invasion 
of South Vietnam and thus offer him 
a pretext. 


Furthermof^e, says Mazlish, “He 
(still speaking of you-know-who) is 
Wracked by indecision and by the ques­ 
tion of his own couragie, esp^ially in 
a crisis. He has had a serious problem 
with death w ishes...” 


In regard to the latter, Mazlish 
suggests that Nixon’s “need for crisis” 
may partially be “motivated by the 
need to confront his death fears» re­ 
peatedly and constantly.” 


This is but II sarnpling from a book 
that is all the more remarkable for 
having been written by an author who 
has never met his subject. 


Forget that Richard Nixon did not 
start the Vietnam war. Forget that 
in foreign affairs, except for Vietnam, 
hiSv6verall record in the past four years^ 
has been one of removing the causes 
of the crises that have periodically 
wracked the world for more than two 
decades. 


Forget the Okinawa trraty with 
Japan, the SALT diMurmament talks 
with Russia, the President’s historic 
visit to China. 


With candidate Nixon neatly dis­ 
posed of, now all the voters have io 
do is find a man who doesn’t have this 
“need for crisis” and we can all sit back 
and enjoy four years of national tran­ 
quility undisturbed by the North Viet­ 
namese, the Russians, the Chinese, the 
cost of beef, the com bUirht, the San 
Andreas Fault or ;the Fates.

With More Ddiègates To Come . . . 
Wallacé At High-Water Mark

SEATTU:, Wash. (NBA) - 
Not sympathy for a strickened 
man but the hard fact of his 
season-long performance com­ 
pels attention right now for the 
remarkable 1972 p o l i t i c a l 
achievements of Gov. George 
Wallace of Alabama. 


His stunning double triumph 
in the Michigan and Maryland 
primaries provides the cUmax 
of his surprising year. He has 
won, at this point, six of the 
16 primaries thus far held. 


That gives Wallace twice as 
many primary victories as Sen. 
George McGovern, the present 
leader in ctmimitted cmivention 
delegates, and two more than 
Sen. Hubert Humphrey, consid­ 
ered McGovem’s chief rival for 
the 1972 nomination. . 


Moreover, WtiUace’s victories 
in Michigan and Maryland were 
so thorough that he seemed to 
have picked up more than 110 
delegates and to have boosted 
his overall total to the range 
of 325—second onfy to McGov­ 
ern. 


To go further, Wallace has 
finishei secoikl in three other 
primaries where there, was mul­ 
ticandidate competition r- Wis­ 
consin, Pennsylvania and Indi­ 
ana. And he was Humphrey’s 
only rival in West Virginia. 


Even if he had not been shot 
down and thus evidently elimi­ 
nated as an active campaigner 
for the remainder of the nomi­ 
nating period, this moment 
woidd have been a “break 
point’* for him. Except possibly 
for a minor write-in effort in 
California’s June 6 primary, in 
none of the remaining seven 
tests was Wallace éxpected to 
niskea-bid. 


But he was planning to press 
hard for more delegates in some 
southern and border states, and 
my country-wide canvassing of 
the outlook suggMts he will 
have successes m this strategy 
even as he lies inunobilised in 
his hospital bed. 


His strength is rising in 
Texas, where a huge block of 
10 delegates will be chosen 
in June. He also is making in­ 
roads in Georgia, Louisiana and 
South Carolina, though it is not 
yet clear how much of his sup­ 
port in those places will trans­ 
late into substantial numbers 
of dekigates- 


Hew Wallaoe in his present 
condition can use his astonish­ 
ing delegate strength in the Mi­ 
ami Beach convention in July 
is also unsettled. Probably he 
was going to play it by ear any­ 
way.. The one sure thing was 
that he woukl try, with all his 
evident pàûtical skills, to exert 
maximum influence and keep 
attention riveted upon him at 
the convention. 


The Democratic party may 
be a kmg time getting over the 
fact that Wallace won with 51 
per cent of the vote in Michi­ 
gan, supposedly a progressive, 
issueKifsnted stste where men 
backed%y big labor, as was 


Humphrey, CÛ1 be éxpected to 
do well. 


While Wallaee deserves ' the 
b ri^ t light at this moment, 
it should not be overlooked that 
Humphrey ran a dismal third 
in Michigin with Just 16 per 
cent of the vote, and that his 
respiectable second-place 27 per 
cent in Maryland gained him 
six of that state’s 88 delegates.

Down Four MIGs 


SAIGON (AP) - U.S. Air 
Force and Navy fighters escort­ 
ing bombers on raids against 
the northea^ rail line ifiiking 
Hanoi with China shot down 
four Soviet-built 
MIG inter­ 
ceptors in a dogfight Tuesday 
deep inside North Vietnatii, 
U.S. military sources said. 


The MIGs were downed after 
they rose from the KEP air 
base, 35 miles northeast of 
Hanoi, to challenge the U.S. 
bombers, 
the 
sources 
said 
Wednesday. 


Radio Hanoi claimed eight 
U.S. planes were shot db>ra 
while attacking ‘^many popu­ 
lated areas” in five North Viet- 
namese provinces. It said four 
were downed in Ha Bac Ptov- 
ince, about 30 miles northeast 
of Hanoi, but did not specify 
whether they were downed in 
the MIG dogfight. 


There was no comment from 
the U.S. Command. 


U.S. sources wha disclosed 
the MIG kills made no mention 
of any American plane losses. 


U.S. Command policy is not 
to announce American plane 
losses if search and rescue op­ 
erations are being conduct^ 
for downed pilots. 


Sources said two of the MIGs 
were shot down by Navy F4 
Phantom fighters from the 7th 
Fleet carrier Midway and the 


others were downed by Air 
Force 
fighters. 
The 
enemy 
planes were hit with air-to-air 
missiles and cannon. 


First reports said two of the 
enemy interceptors were early 
model MIGlTs, 
one was a 
MIG19 and the fourth was a 
late model MIG21. 


The kills raised to 31 the 
number of MIG interceptors re­ 
ported downed by U.S. fighters 
this year and to 142 the total 
for the Indochina war.

Students. Legislators 
Debate War Issues

SPRINGFIELD, HI. (AP) - 
Four resolutions urging with­ 
drawal of U.S. forces from the 
Vietnam war were killed Tues­ 
day in a stormy hearing of the 
Illinois House Executive . Com­ 
mittee. 


At the hearing, 
spectators 
groaned as it quickly became 
evident that antiwar sentiment 
in the legislatme has dropped 
considerably since last year. 


The most popular resolution 
among the 27 members of the 
committee received only six 
votes. Similar measures last 
year resulted in deadlocks, with 
all Democrats and some Re­ 
publicans voting in favor of 
them. 


Among the witnesses, the 
lengthiest testimony came from 
Richard C!haffee, a Western Il­ 
linois University student who 
led some 500 young people to 
the steps of the istatehouse two 
weeks ago to protest the mhiing 
by the United States of Mven 
North Vietnamese ports. 


‘Tm against any war . . . 
any killing,’* Chaffee said. 


In answer to questions from 
the members he charged that 
both U.S. and North ^^tnam- 
ese leaders are “war crimi­ 
nals” because of their decision 
not to end the fighting. 


As last year, the chief oppo­ 
nent of the measures was 
House Majority Leader Henry 
J. Hyde, R-Chicago. 


Hyde labeled the testimony of 
the antiwar students “a Uttle 
lopsided, a little one-sided, a 
littie masochistic and a little 
hate America.” 


“If the American Friends 
Service Committee had thehr 
way,” he declared, “the in­ 
cinerators would still be glow­ 
ing in Germany.” 


“What is otn* response while 
the Piesident is on the mo^ 
crucial mission of this era in 
Moscow?” he 
asked. 
“Four 
crummy resolutions.” 


Members of the committee 
burst into applause. 


With that, the representatives 
launched a series of denuncia­ 
tions of the resolutions and the 
witnesses. 


“This whole ball of wax 
makes me want to vomit,” 
Rep. Peter Miller, R-Chicago, 
said. 
“I admhre that great 
Democratic 
President 
who 
dropped the hydrogen bomb on 
Hiroshima. 
It’s 
kiU 
or 
be 
killed.” 


“I have no sympathy for long 
hair or soft views,” he added. 


Rep, 
Joseph 
Gibbs, 
R- 
Springfield, who bolted the Re­ 
publican position last year to 
vote against the war, sobbed 
loudly and tears welled in his 
eyes as he voted agataist the 
resolutions. 


“You ought to thank God that 
you can come before , the State 
of Illinois and we listen to 
you,” he said. “You won’t get 


that kind of treatment any­ 
where else in the world.” 


Rep. Webber Borchers, R- 
Decatur, told the young j^ p le 
that he had “seen blood flow by 
the gallon.” 


“These people are so naive 
it’s incredible,” he said. 


At that, Borchers began a 
vivid description of atrocities 
he said he had seen in Europe 
in World War H. The witnesses 
shouted back, “What about My 
Lai? What about My Lai?”

—A measure sponsored by 
Rep. Lewis A.H. Caldwell, D- 
Chicago, urging a halt to the 
bom b^ of both Vietnams and 
a definite date for withdrawal 
of U.S. forces. The vote was 20 
opposed, two in favor and five 
present. 


—Rc^. Aaron Jaffe’s resolu­ 
tion urging Congress to cut off 
funds for U.S. forces in In­ 
dochina. The vote on the Skokie 
Democrat’s prc^osal was 19 
against, ^ 
for 
and 
two 
present. 


—A proposal by Rep. Leland 
Rayson, D-Tinley Park, urging 
the state to make a study of the 
legality of drafting civilians for 
service in und^lared wars. 
The vote was the Same as that 
on the Jaffei measure. 


—A resolution sponsored by 
Rep. Robert E. Mann, D-Chi- 
ci^o, urging the Illinois, attor­ 
ney general to^ flgfit '^aii legal 
battle on behalf of state resi­ 
dents refusing to fight in the 
war. The vote was 20 opposed, 
three in favor and four against. 


House proponente of the bills 
spoke only brieflyv 
Rayson told the committee he 
couW “not relate to the bestia­ 
lities that are going on in 
Southeast Asia.”

Later, he testified, the money 
was returned when it appeared 
the track would not be opened 
because of inadequate financ 
ing.

Under questioning, Nilon said 
he finaUy paid neatìy $100,000 
for the concession ri^ts, oi^r- 
ating the food and beverage 
concessions at a profit for. four 
years. He then sold out to 
Sportservice Inc. for $400,000. 


Morris Cxold, an associate of 
MaGuiré’s, said he gave the 
original $100,000 to Hyman E. 
“Bucky” Mintz, a former New 
York assemblyman from SulU- 
van County. Mintz later was 
convicted of conspiracy to bribe 
a poUce officer in a separate 
incident. 


According to Gold, Mintz was 
to use the money “for poUtical 
contributions” to both parties. 
It was returned to Nilon, Grold 
said, at the demand of Gov. 
Nelson Rockefeller. 


The Nilons sold out of their 
money-making concession busi­ 
ness at Finger Lakes because 
of pressure, the committee was 
told. 


In order to stay in business, 
the track borrowed from Sport­ 
service, Nilon said. Sportser­ 
vice, a C(Hicession subsidiary of 
Emprise Corp. of Buffalo, N.Y., 
is a competitor of Niton’s.

Farmers 
Hpiioréd By Ropp 


Gordon L. Ropp, director of 
the sUte DeparUnent of Agri­ 
culture, spoke to about 150 
farmers ,and meiábers of their, 
faniilies g titlif^ at.the Holiday 
Inn ' last niÿit. The occasion 
was the hoiwrïng of those fa^ 
mers whose land has been in 
the same family for 100 years 
or loiter. 


Signs and certificates were 
presented to 58 farmers from 
the Jacksonville area at Tues­ 
day’s banquet. Glen Spencer, 
president of the Jacksonville 
Production Ciedit Association 
which (DbrsiMnsored the meeting 
said there were, at least 9S sucl 
farms in Mwgan County.alone. 


Before presenting the certifi- 
cateSr Ropp lauded the IlUnois 
farmer SM his ancestors whose 
‘‘pioneer^ vision and sense 
of adventure” brought him to 
this area. 


Ropp said his Germán anees-, 
tors were such people. They 
landed in Ohio with only 50 
cents and promptly had to 
2^ n d half of that for tbe (deliv­ 
ery of a child, he said. 


“There is much to be thankful 
for in this country,” Ropp 
said.” ‘I t belmves each and 
every one of us to make (Our 
voices loud and clear that thére 
is much to be proud of in this 
country.” 


Ropp noted that While many 
were challenging the status quo, 
farmers such as those hé was 
addresshig were pillars of stab­ 
ility with “an ability to pro­ 
duce umnatchëd in tm world.” 


Ropp absolved the farmer 
from blame for higher food 
prices noting, “No one has ever 
said in the last 20 years the 
farmer’s income has gone up 
only 6 per cent,” while the 
retiiUer’s Income has risen over 


30 per cent and the wholesaler’s 
over 20 per cent. 


Praising agriculture as “the 
most efficient industry in the 
country,’? Ropp declared, “That 
heritage

tÀilitiés superintendent Robert 
Jameson and water committee 
chairman Ken Kolberer^ met 
April 28 with offkiais of the 
EPÀ and the attorney general’s 
office.

Aftier a hearing in February, 
the city raised the dikes around 
the lagoon to prevent subse­ 
quent overflow.
